ens. In addition, it will be the 
first attempt to detect and meas- 
ure cosmic gamma rays before 
they become lost in the ‘‘noise’’ 
of radiation impinging upon the 
earth’s upper atmosphere. 


Gamma rays are a form of 
electromagnetic radiation, just as 
are visible light, x-rays and ultra- 
violet radiation. Cosmic gamma 
rays are generated in the nuclear 
processes going on in the uni- 
verse, such as the fusion reaction 
in the interior of stars. 


The primary objectives of the 
forthcoming scientific satellite 
will be to detect the gamma rays 
generated in our own and neigh- 
boring galaxies and to map their 
distribution in the sky. From 
these measurements, scientists 
hope to obtain new clues for golv- 
ing the mystery of the origin of 
cosmic rays and their distribu- 
tion through the universe. 


Gamma rays are believed to be 
generated in the same parts of 
the galaxy as are the cosmic rays. 
Unlike the charged particles mak- 
ing up cosmic rays, gamma rays 
are not deflected by magnetic 
fields. By determining the di- 
rection from which the gamma 
rays cameé, therefore, it should 
be possible to trace the origin of 
the cosmic rays.

Gov. Vandiver has placed himself on 
the side of reality in recognizing the 
shaky foundations of the county unit 
system. 

In hig address prepared for delivery 
to the Georgia County Commissioners 
Association yesterday, the governor indi- 
cated a willingness to support revision 
of this unfair primary law in order to 
prevent its complete destruction.

It stands about midway be- 
tween the old Eisenhower policy 
of almost never voting against 
a Western ally and the constant 
thirst of the neutralist and Com- 
munist nations to convict the 
Western powers in advance in 
any argument with any African 
independence movement — sound 
and responsible, or fraudulent 
and pro-Communist. 

The President is well aware, 
of course, that our recent vote 
in the United Nations, along with 
the Soviet Union, for an investi- 
gation of Portugal’s. colonial 
policies in Angola has upset the 
Portuguese and other Western 
allies. 

He knows, of course, that this 
reluctant association with the 
Russians did not put*him in the 
company he would like. For it 
put us against Britain, France, 
Turkey and Free China and cast 
us into a less-than-happy light 
with other old ‘friends. 

It is this correspondent’s im- 
pression, however, that the Presi- 
dent is somewhat surprised at 
the depth of allied feeling the in- 
cident seems to have aroused. 
He does not see it as having vast 
or final significance. 

And it is this correspondent’s 
firm impression that the Presi- 
dent has already taken steps to 


give full reassurance that Angola 
sets no inevitable, rigid pattern 
for the United States. He will 
repeat these assurances later, in 
a more direct and personal way, 
in later meetings with British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan, French 'President Charles 
de Gaulle and others. 

Mr. Kennedy considers that the 
Angola resolution was moderate 
and that the United States had 
no alternative to supporting it. 
He is quite determined to put this 
country into friendly and con- 
tinuing sympathy with legitimate 
aspirations of the Africans; of this 
there can be no doubt. 

This does not mean, however, 
that because we voted against 
Portugal this time we are neces- 
sarily going to vote next time 
against, say, France or Belgium. 
The American delegation to the 
United Nations will be under in- 
structions to consider each case— 
each collision between European 
powers and African nationalists 
— on its own individual merits. 


But, at any rate, it is possible 
already to be certain on one 
point: Right or wrong, the Presi- 


dent's attitude does not reflect 
in the smallest way any feeling 
that NATO is expendable, to any 
degree whatever. For the Presi- 
dent—notwithstanding such hope- 
ful innovations as Peace Corps— 
is at bottom a pro-power man.

Sooner or later to most of us there come problem 
situations, dead-end streets, frustrations, anxieties, fears and—to some, suicide. Into each life some 
rain will fall. Every sky is at times overcast by gray and black. 


Is there any providential pur- 
pose in hard luck? Do things 
work out for the good? If so, 
what good? Or is this but man’s 
futile, wishful thinking? The 
answer is reflected in the life 
and works of Jesus Christ. He 
was “a man of sorrows, ac- 
quainted with grief.’’ Death on 
a cross at the place ef the 
skull spoke of love’s low ebb; 
yet. in this dark mystery there 
shone a brilliant light. From 
the depths of despair rose the 
happiness of hope. Invariably, 
the best loved plays are not 
the comedies but the tragedies:

Best tor 
Mothers 


NEW YORK (WMS)—A New 
study shows that for women in 
the Western world, ages 20 to 
24 are the optimum years to 
have a baby. Fewer suffer or 
die from complications of preg- 
nancy during these years than in 
any other agé group, the re 
researchers found. 


Reporting a 55 per cent drop 
in over-all mortality rate in 
pregnancy and childbirth, ‘‘Pat- 
terns of Disease,’’ a physicians’ 
publication said that there is 
more toxemia among teen-age 
mothers than among those in 
their early twenties. Eclampsia, 
for example, a still not fully 
understood condition which 
causes convulsions, coma, and 


even death, is more common 
among teen-agers than older 
women. 


FIRST BABY 


Most of the time, eclampsia 
occurs during a first pregnancy. 
But special study revealed the 
rate to be 15 times as high 
among teen-agers who were 
having a first baby as among 
older mothers pregnant for the 
first time. 


Even among girls who had al- 
ready had babies, this danger- 
ous form of toxemia attacked 
four times as many teen-agers 
as older groups. 


Other obstetrical. complica- 
tions are miscarriage, ectopic 
pregnancy (occuring in the fal- 
lopian tube) and hemorrhage. 


Because of one or another of 
these problems the risk of death 
during pregnanty or childbirth 
—slight as it is—definitely in- 
creases with age, ‘Patterns’ 
reported. 


20’°S RATE 


Among teen-agers this rate is 
2.4 for every 10,000 live births. 
It drops to 1.9 in the early 
twenties, then rises from 3 in 
the late twenties to 5.4 in the 
early thirties, 9.1 in the late 
thirties, 14.3 in the early forties, 
and 23.5 in the 45 and over 
group. 


Some investigators have found 
a link between emotional fac- 
tors and toxemia. The attitudes 
of two groups of pregnant wom- 
en, one healthy and the other 
toxémic, were compared. 


DEGREE OF SIN 


Except for the fact that both 
groups said they definitely 


' wanted babies, they differed 


widely. The sick women re- 
vealed that they associated 
pregnancy with some degree of 
a deceit, shame, or sin. They 
felt guilt towards their unborn 
babies and pity for themselves 
and women in general. 


Most of them did not con- 
sider procreation synonymous 
with womanhood and were re- 
luctant to cope with the diffi- 
culties and responsibilities. of 
their condition.

parts of any hunting or fishing 
experience where cooks are in- 
volved, is watching those guys 
operate. It’s true that if the in- 
tended. recipient of such meals 
does too much prowling around 
a tented kitchen, he'll probably 
go hungry. But you simply 
can't help being intrigued by 
the performance that preludes 
a rough table loaded with 
steaming platters. 


Basically, all outdoor cooks 
who follow the art for wages, 


are about the same. Usually 
the conditions under which they 
operate makes it imperative 
that they be of the masculine 
gender, and most of the guys 
who follow this trade of camp 
cookery, do not conduct them- 
selves as if they were candi- 
dates for head chef at the 
Waldorf. 


What they produce is by in- 
stinct, imagination and inspira- 
ton. Normally there’s a little 
perspiration mixed in, too. The 
most frequently used measur- 
ing container is a cupped hand. 
Whether the assorted concoction 
is boiled, baked, brewed, fried, 


stewed or steamed, what comes 
out is likely te be as much of a 
surprise to the cook as it is to 
his victims. 


In my files I have many pic- 
tures of many camp cooks, in 
various poses. Some are pouring 
coffee that has the color and 
consistency of old tractor oil. 
Some are taking biscuits—cat- 
heads is the local jargon—out 
of the oven, or stirring slum- 
gullion—also jar gon—which 
might contain any and every 
substance within an arm’s 
length of the stove. One is hov- 
ering over the table with a 
large butcher knife, as though 


he dared any comment on his 
culinary compositions. 


Now and then one comes up 
with a surprise—and that’s a 
literal application to all con- 
cerned—dish that simply hits 
the sweet spot in a fellow’s 
appetite. Like the crabmeat 
stew for which my friend Phil 
wanted the recipe. But to save 


his soul, he could no more tell | 
you how he made it, than he | 
could recite the Einstein | 
Theory, word for word. 


All of this is a profound 
basis for my belief that when 
it comes to cooking, there sim- 
ply is no comparison between 
the gentle and the rougher 
genders.

1960. 


The increase comes amid re- 
ports that orders for April delivery 
of steel are running ahead of 
those for March. Plans to step up 
automobile production are re- 
ported to be a big factor behind 
the improvement in orders, al- 
though market sources also note 
that seasonal demands normally 
rise at this time for tinplate (for 
and for structural steel. 
Many mills are expected to main- 
tain normal production this week 
despite a union requirement of 
premium pay for the work on 
Good Friday. 


Last week’s production was 
equal to 86.5 on the institute’s in- 
dex of production (1957-59 equals 
100) compared with 84.5 last week 
and 93.3 in the week ended last 
June 25. 


Steel mills now have turned out 
18.3 million tons in 1961, still off 
43 per cent from 32.1 million tons 
to the same time a year ago.

DETROIT (?—This week brings an end to the auto 
industry’s slowest first quarter production since 1952. 


The three-month 
roughly 1.18 million passenger 
cars is 800,000 below a year ago; 
50,000 less than in 1958 and about 
270,000 under original schedules. 


The quarter is ending, however, 
on a bright note. March produc- 
tion will exceed February and the 
prospects immediately ahead are 
reasonably good although nothing 
spectacular. 


MATCHED PRODUCTION 


The sharp cutbacks enabled the 
manufacturers to match produc- 
tion with sales in February. With 
any kind of luck in the final week 
of March sales should exceed out- 
put this month for the first time 
in the 1961 model year. 


And if this is the case inven- 
tories should fall below the mil- 
lion mark for the first time since 
December. 


Ward's reports predicts total 
1961 model production will run be- 
tween 5.2 and 5.4 million com- 
pared with just over six million 
1960 models. 


ON TWO FACTORS 


What happens for the calendar 
year depends on two factors— 
whether sales improve significant- 
ly, especially in the second half 
as the industry thinks they will; 
and labor negotiations.
